Selective Service Requirement

e Registration with the U.S. Selective Service System is still a requirement for all
male students between the ages of 18 and 25 to receive state financial aid.

e Students without a social security number can register using the paper
registration form and mailing it directly to the U.S. Selective Service System.
Paper registration forms can be obtained at any U.S. Post Office. The Selective
Service registration card arrives by mail within 2-3 weeks.

¢ Male students who are not yet 18 years of age at the time they complete their
CADAA, are not required to register during this application year; even if they turn
18 within that same year. They will be required to register the following academic
year.

As a reminder, undocumented students who meet the requirements per California
Education Code, as amended, commonly known as AB 540, are eligible to apply through
the CADAA to receive state financial aid consideration. Meeting AB 540 requirements
also allows students to qualify for in-state tuition.
